Districr No. 1. 

Two terms, first by Litta A. Nezson, second by Saran A. 
TAYLOR. 

The house in this district is too poor to allow either comfort 
or prosperity, consequently it cannot be expected until a com- 
fortable and inviting place is provided. Good home influences 
are a blessing in all cases, but can they be fully realized beneath 
the shadow of such a school house? ‘The one third of a mile, 
now in question in regard to locating the house, is of no account 
to the actual life and welfare of the district. 

: District No. 2. 

Two terms by Laura B. Sansorn, who has had many years of 
experience as ateacher. The scholars of this district are phy- 
sically strong, and if their mental faculties could be brought in 
square proportion with their physical, the school could not be 
excelled in town. Many of the scholars studied well. Others, 
it appeared, had less interest in their books. Through energy 
and perseverance, this can become a model school. 

District No. 3. 

One term, by Caro T. Gorpon, who fully sustained her former 
reputation as agood teacher. The Prudential Committee attend- 
ed faithfully to his duty, by his visits to the school and actending 
to all matters pertaining to its best interests, also the parents 
and citizens, who were nearly all present to witness the closing 
examination and were highly entertained. Theexercises upon the 
board in arithmetic and grammer, also map drawing in Geogra- 
phy and locating different places, and other exercises were very 
pleasing to all. 
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Disrrict No. 4. — 

One term-by Mrs. O. A. Battey. This was a good school, 
orderly and well instructed. The teacher labored faithfully. 
The scholars were interested, and the result was-one of profit. 
Several of the parents were present at the examination, and ex- 
pressed much satisfaction. 

District No. 5. 

Two terms, first by Anntrz L. Croupman. The scholars were 
nearly all small, and but eight in number, residents of the dis- 
trict. The order was good and the scholars learned well. 

Second by A. E. Seavey. This is one of our young teachers 
and her second term of school. She is a good scholar and kept 
a good school. 

District No. 6. 

Two terms by Nettie M. Vosz. This was her first experience 
in teaching, but she met with good success. ‘The improvement 
in writing was very good. The teacher offered prizes to the 
scholars who should make the most improvement in this branch 
of study. This brought forward a boy, who, at the commence- 
ment of Lhe term, could not write, who took the first prize. 

District No. 7. 

Two terms byS. E. Cuasse. The first term the school appear- 
ed well, and made fair improvement. The second, embraced 
more and larger scholars, and had not that prosperity that could 
be desired. When notified to visit the school near the close, 
several scholars, from some cause, had withdrawn, and the facts 
relative to the matter were not fully ascertained. 


Dssrrict No. 8. 

Two terms by AticeE SaunpEers. This was an interesting 
school from the fact that the scholars had good lessonsand seemed 
to learn them with a relish which they enjoyed. The careful 
and judicious manner in which tne teacher conducted both terms 
of the school, having no previous experience, is truly commend- 
able. ‘The examination showed good work. 

District No. 9. 

Two terms, the first by Ipabet Berry, second by Marcra F. 
Nextson. Both had a good education, and those who were dis- 
posed to avail themselves of the privilege, made good improye- 
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ment. While those whose minds were engaged in other matters, 
needed teachers of more experience. 
District No, 10. 

Two terms by Lurerxia J. Locke. In point of good béhavior 
the scholars in this district rank among the first in town, which 
is the stepping stone to all good results. Several were absent 
at my last visit ; those present did well and passed a good exam- 
ination. ; 

f Distaicr No. 11 

Two terms, first by EK. A. Seavey. This w was her first term. 
The teacher was industrious, and the scholars made Bye im- 
provement. 

Second term by Exxra F. Arwoop, who had no previous ex- 
perience in teaching. She labored hard for the good of the 
scholars. At the examination the school appeared well. 

District No. 12. 

Two terms, by L. Erra Grey. Good order prevailed. conse- 
quently there was a good opportunity for study. During both 
terms of school the scholars made good improvement. A class 
of two little boys of nine years is worthy of mention, for the 
advancement made in Arithmetic and other studies. 

Disrricr No. 138. 

Two terms. first by Caro T. Gonpon. Second by Annis L. 

CroupMAN. Both terms were successful. 
Districr No. 14. 


' Two terms, first py Mrs. O. A. Barry, who kept a good school. 

Second, by BerLECarLrey. Miss Calley isaleom petent teacher, 
gave good satisfaction, and we hope her services will be secur ed 
in town the present year. 

Many of our school houses need repairs for the comfort and 
convenience of the scholars. There is. also a lack of black- 
boards. ‘These are valuable in the hands of the skillful teacher 
in illustrating every branch taught in our schools, and an inval- 
uable help in the recitation and examination of classes. ‘Teach- 
ers shonid be aware that the standard of their qualifications con- 
tinues to be raised. ‘The demand is increasing for teachers of 
the best qualifications. It is desirable that sucha demand should 
be supplied. ‘Teaching is both a science and an art, and pro- 
gressive in both respects. Prudential Committees should see 
that the teachers whom they hire do their work in an efficient 
and satisfactory manner. This can be better understood by 
frequent visits to the school room. It is of the utmost impor- 
tance that parents and citizens take a deep interest in all that 
pertains tothe best interests of our district schools.
